Un- 
der date of Nov. 21, Gen. Wood reported to 
Goy. Taft regarding the fighting. After 
describing the battle at Taglibi, he said 
there were no further indications of hos- 
tilities; that the Sultan’s men had been at 
the head and front of the fighting; that he 
understood this action on the part of the 
Moros - abrogated the ‘so-called Bates 
treaty, and that there was evidence to im- 
plicate the Sultan. 

Three days previously Gen. Wood had re- 
ported to Gov. Taft that there were about 
2,000 Moros under Panglima Hassen in the 
mountains; against whom he was moving, 
and that it probably would take four or 
five days to:clean them gut.. There were 
no indivations of the spread of the trouble 
to the other dattos. 

Gen. Wood denounced as “ outrageots 
treachery "’ the shooting of Major H. Li. | 
Scott, the Governor of the Sulu group. The | 
= is reported to be progressing favor- 
ably. 

The War Department to-day received a 
dispatch from Cot. Simpson, acting com- 
mander of the Division of the Philippines, 
confirming the press dispatches from Ma- 
nila, detailing another engagement between 
Gen. Wood's forces and the Moros. ‘The 
dispatch states that no opposition is 
expected, and that the expedition is now 
at Selu awaiting developments. 

A strong picture:of ‘conditions in the Sulu 
group f contained in a letter from Major 
H. L. Scott to Col. Clarence Edwards, 
Chief of the Insular Bureau of theWar 
Department. The letter,, which is dated 

t. 23, is made public as an explanation 
the campaign now.waging in the group. 
In it the writer says: 

“I find that the condition is one of peace 
so long as the big Moro chiefs are allowed 
to have their own way wunreservedly—to 
rob and to steal and enslave. The Sultan is 
& mati of no power of his own, and must‘ 
depend’on the chiefs, who.may.or who may | 
not do what he wishes. They are all sur- 
rounded by gangs cf ruffians, who do no 
work, but live through robbery and by fin- 
ing both sides.in a case, irrespective of 
who may be guilty, the full amount of the 
ability to pay.

‘CAN RECOVER BETS LOST. 


Meaning of Appellate Term’s Racing 
Case Decision. 
Sistions MacLean, Freedman; and Gtiaer- 


sleeve, sitting in the Appellate Term of 
the Supreme Court, yesterday handed down 








a decision granting a new trial of the) 


action brought by. Raymond .P. Moulton 
against William J. Torpie, a. bookmaker, 
for the recovery of money which he bet on 
a horse named Squid at the atoeey Park 
track last Summer. . 

The action of ‘Moulton’s was Somatine also 
“against the Westthester Racing Associa- 
tion, but the Justice upheld the decision of 
Justice Mtrray in the Tenth: District Mu- 
nicipal Court, that the association was not 
a party to the bet, and, therefore, not a 
proper defendant. 

The suit is one of some 200 similar suits 
brought by Benjamin Steinhardt against 
various. bookmakers and >racing associa- 
tions for the recovery of: money et on 
races, Several of them, including. the Moul- 
ton suit, were dismissed because of the be- 
lie? that they were not.brought in good 
faith. Racing men considered them a part 
of a war which Mr. Steinhardt was said to 
be conducting for Peter De Lacy against 
the race track bookmakers, and yesterday's 
decision of the Appellate Term is looked 
upon as a victory for De Lacy. 

Justice Freedman, in his opinion, says 
that it was not material, as contended by 
the trial Justice, whether the plaintiff went 
to the track for the purpose of !placing the 
bet and then, in the event of his not win- 
ning, bringing an action for the recovery of 
the amount of his bet. 

“The Legislature, in its wisdom,” says 
Justice MacLean, in his opinion, “ has ap- 
pointed forfeiture on money wagered, with 
recovery in a civil action, the sole sanc- 
tion for the prohibition in the new Con- 
stitution (Article L, Paragraph 8) of gamb- 


ling of this sort, by declaring, in the same 


section of the statute cited, that upon race 
tracks under the auspices, as this is, of the 
State Racing Commission, this penalty (for- 
feiture of wagers won) is exclusive of all 
other penalties prescribed by law for the 
acts specified, so that on such tracks, and 
on such only, the operation of Para- 
graph 352 of the Penal Cole is sus- 
pended, and betting upon horse racing 
is not, as elsewhere throughout the State, 
a public nuisance and a crime, i. e., a wrong 
which the State notices as injurious to the 
public and punishes in what is called a 
criminal proceeding in its own name. 
“Such a segregation. of practices called 
in their recognition contrary to good mor- 


als is novel, though not wholly new in this 
country. 

“Tt has been tried and abandoned in one 
State of the Union, and is said to be in 
vogue in the Orient and elsewhere abroad 
as to a less nameable occupation.
